Modern quick transport ation has 
linin' niitcli to iiinki’ tin 1 whole world 
every man’s home, and all seasons of 
tin- year aliki’ in tin’ attainment of 
nirtny of t In- comlit ions of comfort and 
pleasure. Once every hotly at the 
Noii h t bought In- must j»«*t in his va¬ 
ra turn within a few months of summer 
time, and often it was a matter of 
mueli inconvenience to arrange it so N 
as' to menmiundatc all. In many 
cases it could not lie dotty, and vaca¬ 
tions had to lie taken oni-i; iir two

yearn, and allmiatiif f»etwivn 
sons employed in a business. Now, 
however, with southern resorts to fill 
the same plan* in winter that the 
northern ones do in summer, the 
whole year is equally available for the 
nccessnry recreation front business. 
The man who would like, if lie could 
get away in summer, to limit deer in 
the northern mountains, or fish in 
streams and lakes that will soon now 
lie closed with ice, can find the same 
recreation m the woods and waters of 
Florida at any time during tbecoming 


six months, and he free from the hut- 
den of heat a,lid ammyahee of insects, 
which he must encounter in a north¬ 
ern summer in the wilderness. If he 
would paddle his ennne on stream or 
lake in sun liner, he may here do the 
same in winter, If he would enjoy a 
yacht iug cruise along t he const, or lisle 
ing in the salt water, the same condi¬ 
tions which invite him to wrestle with 
old Neptune at the North in summer 
await him herein winter. If he enjoys 
•social life in some resort frequented by 
other people, whether it he the quiet 
country boarding house with a dozen 
guests, or the more fashionable place 
with as many hundreds, lie may sntij* 
tv himself with any grade that suits 
his taste or his purse in Florida its 
well ns anywhere else. If lie would 
bathe in t Im sea, or seek hcnlt Ii in med¬ 
icinal springs, I>ot 1 1 arc o|H’ti to hint 
here in w inter, as hi t he Nort-hiii sum¬ 
mer. . If he must leave ilia family at a 
hotel while lie goes on his more adven¬ 
turous excursions, the same conveni¬ 
ences arc her* as there. 

In short, for people in health, it is 
rapidly becoming a matter of indiffer¬ 
ence whether they seek pleasure at the 
North in summer, or at the South in 
winter. Some favorites of Fortune 
are able to (Jo hot h, and to them the 
year is made to contain a new season, 
hy adding the ttip southward in win 
j ter to their former northern rambles 
in summer. Of the larger class who 
I must choose one or the other, some 
will still prefer the northern summer 
for-their out ings, hut many are learn¬ 
ing t hat t lie excessive heatsof summer 
can he more comfortably passed in 
their own homes, wherever they are, 
than in the more rest rieted limits find 
with the limited resources ot hotels 
and hoarding houses; to say nothing 
of the restraints imposed hy living 
among strangers. To such, a winter 
in Florida, at some pleasant place, 
where all the olif-of-tloor means of 
health and pleasure are open to them, 
and they may enjoy themselves in 
freedom froni the heat-am I annoy uncos 
fit most summer resorts, is a welcome 


revelation, and it is little wonder that 
increasing numbers each year are 
learning to look upon it as quite a 
proper part oi t heir year’s programme, 
Itut the greatest benefit of opening 
J up the winter as a season of out door 
I and country recreation is felt hy pyr- 
4 soils mole or less atllictcd wit h pulmo¬ 
nary or nervous complaint h, or young 
J persons threatened with the develop¬ 
ment of such. These may now enjoy 
I tlmir accustomed immunity from 
lrouble in summer at the North, and 
| choose their vacations during those 
months when cold weather and con 
linement to the house, with artificial 
heat and poor ventilation, tend to ag¬ 
gravate their didiciilties. Hy coming 
south for a vacation in winter, such 
persons may put tlicmselvcsonnmore 
equal footing of health and efficiency 
with those who are naturally mditler- 
ent to cold, hut lind tllOMWclyCH mi 
tit led for business hy t he summer heat 
The lat t cr class has beret afore had t lie 
advantage in northern climates, and 
- the others have had to fall into line 
with them, lint steam is rapidly equal¬ 
izing the two classes, to the mutual 
advantage of both, for a more equal 
[distribution of business throughout 
t lie year must necessarily follow from 
an increasing habit of staying at home 
in summer and going away in winter, 

and a steady business is hotheasierto 
* 

manage and more profitable, than one 
w hicli ketps all hands driving one half 
the year ami lbrows half of them out 
of employment the rest of tin- time. 
These considerations must tend to en¬ 
sure the permit lienee and incr-easiug 
populat'd y of t lie wit it cr mu at ion. ami 
tor the greater part of the country 
■Florida is the natural place to come 
t o enjoy it

I<et stand until 
the next day, when you can remove 
the surplus hy using No. \ sandpaper. 
It is cheaper and easier than the shel¬ 
lac, and can he leveled sooner, leaving 
not liitig but the pores or. grit in of the 
wood tilled, which is better than hav¬ 
ing your wood all stained up with the

arc among the very best in the coun¬ 
try. Other localitiett, in the. South 
should take a IcHHom from this state 
of affairs and learn that all effort* at 
hooniH will he found fruit lean unless a 
liberal support in accorded the home 
paper. Capitalists at a dmintin' are 
more prone to judge of a people by 
their newspapers than any other way", 
and the totality that fails to accord a 
generous support tot he home journals 
is sure to lie overlooked. Your Hoard 
of Trade and “Booming Committee'’ 
may send out a million of circulars 
setting forth the advantages of your 
place as a manufacturing center' and 
may attract the attention of the very 
men you most desire to have investi¬ 
gate your claims to great advantages, 

I nit in nine cases out of ten t licse same 
men will seek t lie local paper for fur¬ 
ther part iculars and if tIlls journal is 
not vvlui ( t it ought to lie the matter 
will end there. These last, observa¬ 
tions are not for Florida!•because Flor¬ 
ida has learned the truth of them al¬ 
ready, but most localit ies in t he Soiit b,

Smalley, on "Sugar-Making in Loutsi-.

They are!lie 
liearent approach in America to a 
feudal system. Not a foot of land do f 
tlie laborer* own. Yet their riglit to 
Iioiii* 1 ** and labor on an estate isasort 
of unwritten law, so binding that they 
are seldom sent away except for very 
serious emise. They.regard the mules 
and implements of the planter as to 
some extent their own, using them to 
cultivate their gardens and haul tlu-ir 
fuel. In directing the plantation work. 
Jit* seldom uses any harsh words of I 
command; talks rather in kindly 
tones, scolds a little if needs be, but in 
rather a parental fashion ; asks opin¬ 
ions at t inies from swart by old ‘uncles’ 
who have a stiuiding.on tin* place as 
faithful men and experts in ernie cul¬ 
ture; knows tli*' strong find weak 
points in the.character ot e'very man 
in his employment. Indeed his rule is 
so mild tliat a stranger to plantation | 
life wonders how tin 1 uncouth mass of 
black laborers, is held together a ml I 
disciplined so as to produce favorable 
indtist rial result ft." 

Foreign Fables. 

The following extract from a Berlin 
paper about American journalism is I 
too curious not to he translated : “It j 
is incredible to what expedients Ame ( ri- 
ean newspapers resort to gain a point 
over a competitor.
